last legislature and leaving the Liberals with their ranks shattered. The land- 
slide was devastating and when the compilation of returns was completed for the 
night the records showed 31 Social Credit members elected and 29 others leading | 
in their constituencies, a total of 60 out of 63 seats.

Fresh Developments Are 
Expected Shortly on the 


Possibilities of Reaching 


Compromise. 


OTTAWA, Aug. 23—Efforts to 
end the stalemate in trade exist- 
ing between Japan and Canada 
since each country imposed sur- 
taxes on imports from the other 
a month ago, have been going 
forward constantly but without 
result. Fresh developments are 
expected shortly, it is stated in 
official circles. 


Sokomatsu Kat, Japanese minister 
to Canada, visited the east block 
Thursday and although no official 
information was made public it was 
known he sought some further ex- 
pression of opinion on possibilities 
of reaching a compromise. 


SURTAX IMPOSED 


A surtax of 50 per cent on main 
imports from Canada was imposed 
by Japan a month ago when the 
dominion refused to comply with 
a demand Canadian exchange 
dumping duties, which bore heavily 
upon that country because of the 
depreciation of the yen, be relaxed. 
Canada at once retaliated with a 
surtax on Japanese imports 

It is understood Japan still de- 
mands the yen be valued for duty 
purposes at practically its current 
exchange value of around 29 cents 
as compared with a nominal value 
of 50 cents. Valuation for purposes 
of the dump has been placed as low 
as forty cents but this has not 
proved sufficient to satisfy Japan- 


ese authorities. 


REMOVE EXCHANGE TAX 

Recent statements of Liberal 
Leader Mackenzie King in the 
course of his campaign speeches, in- 
dicated that if a Liberal govern- 
ment were returned to power the 
exchange taxes would be relaxed or 
removed, 

These statements, according to

This shadowgraphing is in reality more 
dangerous than a hostile senate; because things 
once officially done are practically impossible 
to undo, whereas the senate can only continue 
in existence so long as it has the confidence 
of the House of Commons and the several 
provincial governments or a majority of those 
provincial governments. 

Since the passing of the last Statute of West- 
minster, no party controlling the British par- 
liament would dream of refusing compliance 
with the terms of any resolution passed by the 
House of Commons of Canada and supported 
by a majority of the provincial governments, 
so that the days when a hostile senate could 
block the policies of a government supported 
by a majority in the House of Commons are 
Sone forever. 

The senate can be relied upon take a 
statesmanlike view of the necessities of gov- 
ernment and not to allow political bias on the 
part of any individual senators to provoke 
controversy with the House of Commons, be- 
cause the alternative would be a constitutional 
picture not containing any delineation of a 
senate

The contra-seasonal decline in export trade 
during June was greater than we indicated a 
month ago. While a marked decrease in wheat 
exports was clearly evident throughout June 
(this trade was only about two-thirds as large 
as in May), there was an unexpected fall in 
certain other commodities, notably in other 
farm products, aluminum, lead and nickel 
which wes not fully offset by increased ship- 
ments of forest products, copper and asbestos 
Import trade declined by more than seasonal 
proportions. Preliminary reports for July in- 
dicate but little change on both sides of the 
foreign trade account, and it is to be hoped 
that with the improved outlook in E rope and 
the United States, temporary and artificially 
based in some respects as it may be, our export 
industries will regain the giound lost early this 
summer.—Canadian Bank of Commerce

On this date in 1799 General 
Peter Hunter, the second lieuten- 
ant governor of Upper Canada, 
arrived at York, as Toronto was

Hunter at once made it clear 
that he was to be no figure-head 
and that he intended to see that 
the government was honestly ad- 
ministered.

An illustration of his way of do- 
ing business is told by Dr. Scad- 
ding. Soon after his arrival he 
was waited on by a deputation of 
Quakers from “up Yonge street,” 
who, after welcoming him, com- 
plained that they could not get 
the patents for their lands.

Hunter was also the first gov- 
ernor to insist upon punctuality 
by civil servants. He had issued 
a proclamation that government 
office hours were to be from 10 
am. to 3 p.m. and from 5 to 7 
p.m. One forenoon a young chap 
named Alexander MacNab, a 
clerk in the surveyor general's 
office, left his desk to witness the 
governor’s arrival. Hunter saw 
him and dismissed him on the 
spot for defiance of orders, which 
changed MacNab’s career. He en- 
tered the army, attained the rank 
of captain and fell in action at 
the battle of Waterloo,’ the only 
son of Upper Canada to do so. 


Peter Hunter died at Quebec 
Sept. 10, 1805, much regretted 
His record as an administrator 


was a clean one.
